'SAN FIIANCISCO, March ".0,— The bnild 


era of the battleship Oregon have give 
the last tap ot their hammers on the bi 
vesBel and she ia now ready to eatablie 
her record and take her place among tb 
"Commieeioned war ehipa of the navy 
•She ia now practically in charge of nav 
officers, but it baa not boon decidei 
when the official trip will bo made. 


The ehip'a big armor-girded ball i 


illled wtth a cao.es of machinery, intri 
cate ia its workings, but simple to con 
•trol. It is described as a big fighting 
machine. Every piece of machinery is 
said to contain some improvement on 
•like machinery in Drevioualy constructed 
•vessels, but the greatest general im- 
provement in the construction ol the 
flhip, say Lbe naval officers, is the almost 
absence of wood in the Oregon's hull or 
fittings. That improvement was the re- 
sult of a lesson learned during the re 
cent Japanese and Chinese war. 


In both the Japanese and Ohiuest 


vessels that took part in the engage- 
ment at the mouth of the Yalu river, 
the interior fittings of the vessels were 
wood. The battle was a short but hot 
one, and the hulls of nearly all the ves- 
sels that were in the engagement were 
pierced with projectiles from the op- 
posing truiis. 


On the Oregon wood is done away 


with aliuuat «utiroly. It is used only 
where no other material would suffice, 
and then it is used sparingly. All the 
partitions and quarters of the officers 
and men are of iron and steel. The 
metal seete are covered with cork and 
given a handsome iiuish to cover the 
chilly appearance of the metal, and 
give the rooms n comfortable appear- 
ance. The furnishings of the maid and 
staterooms are of metal, and everv pre- 
caution has been taken in fittinjr out 
the battleship to guard against Hying 
'Splinters in case of an engagement. 


GOVERNOR 
FOR ARIZONA. 


Benjamin K. Franklin Named by 


the President 


WABIIINOTON, March 30.— The Preei- 


dent today sent to the senate the nomi- 
nation of Benjamin K. Franklin of Ari- 
zona to be governor of that territory. 
The term of the present governor, 
Hughes, would not have expired until 
April 1, 1S97. The appointment of Mr. 
Franklin is, no doubt, the result of a 
bitter

Whether the nomination is due to the 
resignation of Governor Hughes, or to a 
removal, cannot be learned, AS officials 
at the White House and in other depart- 
ments refua? to iliacuaa the subject. The 
date upon which tliu new governor will 
qualify is not apparent, but it is taken 
for granted that he will assume office ftfl 
soon R9 he is continued by the senate. 


The new appointee served two terms 


in the house of representatives as mem- 
ber from K mi ens Oltv, Mo. Later, uu- 
««r the former Cleveland admtnlstru* 
tion, he was i-rmeul to Hankow, China, 
and upon his return settled in Arizona 
und recently became u candidate for 
governor.

Two persons who had 
known the man intimately emeu child- 
hood and were almost constantly with 
him up to the time of his departure for 
Washington have identified tue remains, 
nod after a most exhaustive scrutiny, 
pronounce the body that of their friend 
aud relative. If the question of the 
truss on the body is answered sufficient- 
ly, the deputy coroner will offer no fur- 
thur objections to the burial of the body

He was formerly agent here o 
the Itocktj Mountain News and waa dis- 
missed by the paper, so Clark asserts, 
at the governor's instigation, for send- 
ing telegrams reflecting upon the execu- 
tive.
